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foreword 


This  is  the  third  year  of  publication  of 
Facts  About  Maryland  Schools.  I  think 
we  may  now  consider  it  an  annual  event. 
Certainly,  the  indications  of  its  useful- 
ness by  school  people,  other  public  serv- 
ants, media  representatives,  and  interested 
members  of  the  community  at  large,  sug- 
gest that  it  is  a  worthwhile  annual 
enterprise. 

Of  course,  the  statistics  presented  here 
tell  only  a  part  of  the  story  of  education 
in  Maryland  for  fiscal  1968-69.  We  say, 
for  example,  that  the  average  cost  per 
pupil  belonging  was  about  $638.  Was  that 
enough?  Who  decided  how  it  would  be 
spent?  Did  our  children  get  full  value? 

The  answers  to  these  qualitative  ques- 
tions can  come  only  to  those  who  invest 
time  and  critical  judgment  in  the  public 
school  program.  I  urge  our  citizens  to  do 
just  that.
